A FLAGRANT CASE, 


{IF THE GIRL’S STORY: I8 TO 
BE BELIEVED. 


Breach of Promise Suit on Trial in 
the Superior Court—How Frances 
Dykes Was Led to Her Moral 
‘Destruction. 


A sensational case was begun yes- 
terday in Judge Wade's department 
of the Superior Court. Itis a breach 
of promise suit for $20,000. The 
parties toit are Miss Frances Dykes, a 
young and good-looking woman, and 
George F. Van Every, a wealthy resi- 
dent of Santa Monica and a promi- 
nent member of the Episcopalian 
Church of that famous seaside resort. 
The home of the plaintiff was origi- 
nally near Springfield, Mo., while the 
is a Canadian: 

. Van Every is a stout, middle- 
ied man, whose hair is tinged with 
gray. He looks like a prosperous busi- 
ness man. 

Miss Dykes is a brunette. Her fea- 
tures are ee but attractive, and 
her fi gure, W ile slight, is symmetri- 
cal. She | is quiet and self-possessed, 
but intelligent, and is 27 years old. 

The case was called in the morning 
and a jury was obtained by noon. 
The afternoon was occupied entirel 
by the examination of the plainti 
and her cross-examination was no 
finished at the time of adjournment.

CHILE’S BID FOR IMMIGRATION. 


We are apt to consider the induce- 
ments offered by the United States to 


they are—but Chile, the most: enter- 

prising country of South America, is 

now making bids for settlers which 

double discount anything that Uncle 

Sam has done in that line. 

To all who now go to Chile as colo- 
nists a portion of the passage money 

is advanced, and upon landing a grant 

of about 100 acres is made to the head 

of each family and about 50 acres to 

each son 12 years of age. Landing, 

transport and lodging in Chile are gra- 

tuitous, and a monthly pension of $15 

is paid to the head of each family for 

a year. A pair of oxen, planks and 

nails are furnished each colonist. In 

return they are expected ‘to cultivate 
the land for at least five years, and in 
that time to pay back the moneys ad- 
vanced to them. Title deeds to the 


erected and the lands inclosed with 
hedges or ditches, but the colonist is 
not allowed to sell or mortgage them 
until the expiration of five years. If 
at the end of four years the colonist 
has not executed the above-mentioned 
works he forfeits the land. 

These are certainly very liberal in- 
ducements and will doubtless attract 
large numbers of settlers from the 
overcrowded countries of Europe,more 
especially from the countries sur- 
rounding the Mediterranean, whose 
inhabitants have always. affected 
South Americg. Persons who are 
tempted by such offers to leave the 
Uni States should, however, re- 
member that there are many grave 
disadvantages, even in a well-regu- 
lated Spanish American country, 
which, to the American citizen, would 
more than outweigh the material in- 
ducements held out to immigrants. 
Except, perhaps, in the case of a large 
colony settling together, it is very 
doubtful whether the average Ameri- 
can could be happy or contented 
among a population whose social and 
other ideas are so very different from 
those to which he has been accus- 
tomed, and the majority of whom are 
but few degrees remoyed above the 
animal in mental or moral training. 
On the other hand, where colonies are 
practicable, no better location forsuch 
can be found than on some of the 
cheap lands of this State. There is no 
need for American land-seekers to go 
so far as Chile just yet. 7

a year. A pair of oxen, planks and 

nails are furnished each colonist. In 

return they are expected ‘to cultivate 
the land for at least five years, and in 
that time to pay back the moneys ad- 
vanced to them. Title deeds to the 


| property are given when the house is 


erected and the lands inclosed with 
hedges or ditches, but the colonist is 
not allowed to sell or mortgage them 
until the expiration of five. years. If 
at the end of four years the colonist 
has not executed the above-mentioned 
works he forfeits the land. 

These are certainly very liberal in- 
ducements and will doubtless attract 
large numbers of settlers from the 
overcrowded countries of Europe,more 
especially from the countries sur- 
rounding the Mediterranean, whose 
inhabitants have always. affected 
South America. Persons who are 
tempted by such offers to leave the 
Uni States should, however, re- 
member that there are many grave 
disadvantages, even in a well-regu- 
lated Spanish American country, 
which, to the American citizen, would 
more than outweigh the material in- 
ducements held out to immigrants. 
Except, perhaps, in the case of a large 
colony settling together, it is very 
doubtful whether the average Ameri- 
can could be happy or contented 
among a population whose social and 
other ideas are so very different from 
those to which he has been accus- 
tomed, and the majority of whom are 
but few degrees remoyed above the 
animal in mental or moral training. 
On the other hand, where colonies are 
practicable, no better location forsuch 
can be found than on some of the 
cheap lands of this State. There is no 
need for American land-seekers to go 
so far as Chile just yet.
